in

man 
power, now estim ated 
at about 
1,025,000 men. It said some 60,000 
men freed from com bat units un­ 


der the new plan will be reas­ 
signed to supporting units. 
Under the reorganization, 
the 
Army’s 12 infantry divisions will 
be reduced from 17,500 men to 
about 13,800 men. 
Its two air­ 
borne divisions will be trimmed 
from 17,100 men to 11,500 men. 
One airborne division, the 101st, 
already has been cut to atomic- 
age size. 
The Army said only 
minor reductions will be made in 
i the size of the four armored divi­ 
sions, which now have 14,500 men 
Instead 
of the 
present 
three 
regiments to a division, the com 
mand structure will be changed to 
give 
each 
division 
five 
combat 
groups. 
Each will be capable of 
fighting independently and will be 
responsible directly to the division 
commander.

The fire explod­ 
ed through the streets of an area 
here early today and cam e within 
a few yards of the swank $350,000 
Malibu Sands Hotel.

The flam es swept over the Santa 
Monica mountains into a business 
area which had been evacuated 
earlier. Sweating firefighters stood 
on rooftops of building* and house! 
as the fire moved down the cantar 
of a street. 
The firefighters sprayed hom es 
and buildings with w ater and w ere 
believed to have aaved all atrue- 
hires in the area. 
More than 1,000 persons fled 
their homes during the night a i a 
second m ajor brush fire broke cwt 
within seven miles of where 1,200 
firefighter* were battling a two- 
day fire. 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight declar­ 
ed Thursday night a state of dis­ 
aster existed in the area. 
The new fire in less than three 
hours had charred 2,000 acre* and 
destroyed is homes. Residents fled 
in terror as the fire exploded in 
tinder-dry canyons. 
Smoke Hampers Rescuers 
“ There is so much smoke wa 
can't get crews in there,” said 
Fire Chief Keith Klinger who ia 
heading the arm y of firefighter*. 
“ We just hope that every one got 
out.” 
The new brush fire started in a 
heavily populated area near w hat 
is called Hume Tract. 
It was 
whipped by strong northeast winds 
and headed inland after destroying 
the 15 homes. 
Klinger said it was impossible at 
this time to estim ate when tha 
fires might be brought under con­ 
trol. He said it might be “ three 
or four days” before the flame* 
can be quelled. 
Crew* Begin Backfires 
The first fire is the “ hottest'' on 
its 
western front. 
The eastern 
front near Malibu Colony was re ­ 
ported “ well in hand" by fire­ 
fighters. Crews began backfiring a 
2.000 acre section during the night 
to halt the flames advancing on 
the northwest sector of the Santa 
Monica Mountains 
One man burned to death in the 
first fire, scores were burned and 
the two fires thus far have de­ 
stroyed at least 60 homes. 
It was 
estim ated by the sheriff’s office 
that dam age across more than 31 
square miles from property de­ 
struction and erosion already has 
reached $60-miilion. The two fires 
still are edging toward more built- 
up areas.

Russia Finally Branded

Not since the 
United Nations 
branded Red China an aggressor 
la Korea has the world organiza­ 
tion fastened the stigma of blame 
so firmly upon a great power as 
it now has done in condemning So­ 
viet action in Hungary. 
Bvidently convinced that Russian 
dtisens will learn one way or an­ 
other of the U. N. censure, Soviet 
propagandists already 
are busy 
trying to explain it away. 
They 
charge that the whole thing is an 
“American plot” to divert world 
attention from the troubled Middle 
East. 
Unfortunately for the Kremlin, it 
cannat Easily get around the fact, 
however, that the guns are stilled 
ta the Middle East while Russian 
soldiers are still firing on Hun­ 
garians. Many Russians, practic­ 
ed at extracting kernels of truth 
from the mountains of propaganda 
they *fece, understand that all ii 
pot wall in Hungary. 
No 
matter 
what excuse Hie 
Kremlin leaders offer, they can­ 
not erase, either, the fundamental 
feet that the U. N. did condemn 
Russia** action and call again for 
withdrawal of its troops from Hun­ 
gary. 
Viawed from this side, the most 
interesting thing about the con­ 
demnation resolution was that two 
usually neutral nations, Burma and 
Ceylon, voted among the 55 who 
favored the proposal. The eight 
negative votes came entirely from 
the Soviet bloc. 
And, though ll other countries 
of the Afro-Asian bloc abstained, 
it is' fair to note that two impor­ 
tant members of the group—India 
end Indonesia—had sponsored an 
alternative resolution which would 
have “deplored” rather than con­ 
demned the Soviet Union's repres­ 
sive action. 
Milder though it was, this reso­ 
lution represented 
the strongest 
move yet initiated in the Afro- 
Asian bloc on the Hungarian is­ 
sue. 
Coupled with the favorable votes 
oq condemnation by Burma and 
Ceylon, it gives encouragement to 
those who are loathe to see these 
nations draw some kind of artifi­ 
cial distinction between aggression 
and oppression in their parts of 
the world and the same actions 
elsewhere. 
If it is wrong to grind people 
down, to shoot them in cold blood 
when they rebel, then it is wrong 
everywhere, not just in Egypt or 
Algeria or India or Afghanistan. 
There can be only one code of in­ 
ternational morality, and he who 
would invoke 
its protection for 
himself must subscribe to it for 
all nations, 
regardless 
of geo­ 
graphy, 
religion, 
race, or lan­ 
guage. 
The vote and the debate on the 
U. N. 
resolution 
have aroused 
warm hopes that many nations in 
Africa and Asia are coming to full­ 
er understanding of this vital point.
